Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Lobbyist Registration Act is anended by

changi ng Sections 5 and 6 as foll ows:

(25 ILCS 170/5) (from Ch. 63, par. 175)

Sec. 5. Lobbyist registration and disclosure. Every
person required to register under Section 3 shall each and
every year, or before any such service is perfornmed which
requires the person to register, file in the Ofice of the
Secretary of State a witten statenent containing t he
foll ow ng information:

(a) The nane and address of the registrant.

(b) The nanme and address of the person or persons
enploying or retaining registrant to perform such
services or on whose behalf the registrant appears.

(c) A Dbrief description of t he executi ve,
| egislative, or admnistrative action in reference to
whi ch such service is to be rendered.

(ed)--A-pteture-of -the-registrant:

Persons required to register under this Act shall remt a
singl e, annual and nonrefundabl e $50 regi stration fee. Al
fees shall be deposited into the Lobbyist Registration
Adm nistration Fund for admnistration and enforcenent of
this Act.

Sec. 6. Reports.
(a) Except as otherwi se provided in this Section, every

person required to register as prescribed in Section 3 shal
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report under-oath to the Secretary of State all expenditures
for |obbying made or incurred by the |obbyist on his behalf
or the behalf of his enployer. In the case where an
individual is solely enployed by another person to perform
job related functions any part of which 1includes |obbying,
the enployer shall be responsible for reporting all |obbying
expenditures incurred on the enployer's behalf as shall be
identified by the |[|obbyist to the enployer preceding such
report. Persons who contract with another person to perform
| obbying activities shall be responsible for reporting al

| obbyi ng expenditures incurred on the enployer's behalf. Any
addi tional |obbying expenses incurred by the enployer which
are separate and apart fromthose incurred by the contractual
enpl oyee shall be reported by the enpl oyer.

(b) The report shall item ze each individual expenditure
or transaction over $100 and shall include the nane of the
official on whose behalf the expenditure was made, the nane
of the client on whose behalf the expenditure was mnade, the
total anpbunt of the expenditure, the date on which the
expenditure occurred and the subject matter of the | obbying
activity, if any.

Expenditures attributable to | obbying officials shall be
listed and reported according to the follow ng categories:

(1) travel and | odging on behalf of others.
(2) neals, beverages and ot her entertainnent.
(3) gifts.

(4) honorari a.

I ndi vi dual expenditures required to be reported as
described herein which are equal to or less than $100 in
val ue need not be item zed but are required to be categori zed
and reported by officials in an aggregate total in a manner
prescribed by rule of the Secretary of State.

Expenditures incurred for hosting receptions, benefits

and other |arge gatherings held for purposes of goodw Il or
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ot herw se to i nfluence executi ve, | egi sl ative or
adm ni strative action to which there are 25 or nore State
officials invited shall be reported listing only the total
anount of the expenditure, the date of the event, and the
estimated nunber of officials in attendance.

Each i ndividual expenditure required to be reported shal
i nclude all expenses made for or on behalf of State officials
and nenbers of the immediate famly of those persons.

The <category travel and |[|odging includes, but is not
limted to, all travel and |iving accomopdati ons nmade for or
on behalf of State officials in the capital during sessions
of the General Assenbly.

Reasonable and bona fide expenditures nmade by t he
registrant who is a nenber of a legislative or State study
conmi ssion or conmttee while attending and participating in
meetings and hearings of such comm ssion or conmttee need
not be reported.

Reasonable and bona fide expenditures nade by t he
registrant for personal sustenance, |odging, travel, office
expenses and clerical or support staff need not be reported.

Salaries, fees, and other conpensation paid to the
regi strant for the purposes of |obbying need not be reported.

Any contributions required to be reported under Article 9
of the Election Code need not be reported.

G fts and honoraria returned to the registrant wwthin 30
days of the date of recei pt need not be reported.

(c) Reports wunder this Section shall be filed by July
31, for expenditures fromthe previous January 1 through the
later of June 30 or the final day of the regular Ceneral
Assenbly session, and by January 31, for expenditures from
the entire previous cal endar year.

Regi strants who made no reportabl e expenditures during a
reporting period shall file a report stating that no

expenditures were incurred. Such reports shall be filed in
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accordance with the deadlines as prescri bed in this
subsecti on.

A registrant who term nates enploynent or duties which
required himto register under this Act shall give the
Secretary of State, wthin 30 days after the date of such
termnation, witten notice of such termnation and shal
include therewith a report of the expenditures described
herein, covering the period of time since the filing of his
last report to the date of term nation of enploynent. Such
notice and report shall be final and relieve such registrant
of further reporting wunder this Act, unless and until he
| ater takes enpl oynent or assunmes duties requiring him to
again register under this Act.

(d) Failure to file any such report within the tinme
designated or the reporting of inconplete information shal
constitute a violation of this Act.

A registrant shall preserve for a period of 2 years al
recei pts and records used in preparing reports wunder this
Act .

(e) Wthin 30 days after a filing deadline, the | obbyi st
shall notify each official on whose behalf an expenditure has
been reported. Notification shall include the nanme of the
regi strant, the total anount of the expenditure, the date on
whi ch the expenditure occurred, and the subject matter of the
| obbyi ng activity.
